MINUTES  OF  THE  JUNE  24,  1982  Meeting  were  accepted  as  Printed.   So  voted. 

REPORT  ON  INCREASES,  DECREASES,  DELINQUENTS,  CHANGES  was  accepted  as  printed.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Osborn  reported  that  the  meetings  of  the  Worker's  Compensation  Committee 

were  progressing  well  and  announced  that  V.P.  Farmer  has  been  appointed  Co-Chairman.   He 

noted  that  the  Steelworkers  Worker's  Compensation  Committee  want  to  attend  the  next 

committee  meeting.   He  requested  V.P.  Heffernan  to  submit  a  replacement  for  Local  2222  to 

the  Committee  and  requested  the  Vice  Presidents  to  forward  any  suggestions  to  the  Committee. 

The  President  advised  that  the  Constitution  Committee  has  been  meeting  as  a  result  of 
the  Convention  there  was  a  strong  need  to  reorganize  and  to  strengthen  the  Council  and  noted 
that  within  one  or  two  weeks  the  constitution  committee  finalization  for  reorganization 
would  be  presented  for  study  and  approval. 

On  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Solidarity  Coalition,  President  Osborn  reported  this 
Coalition  would  broaden  the  Council's  base  and  would  get  the  Council  involved  with 
outside  groups  that  would  take  in  the  bread  and  butter  issues  of  the  working  men  and  women 
and  not  international  issues.   He  added  he  had  addressed  the  Executive  Board  of  Mass. 
Fair  Share  and  they  were  in  approval  with  this  Coalition.   He  noted  there  would  be  a  wide 
variety  of  issues  such  as  plant  closings,  worker's  compensation,  relief  for  tenants, 
taxes  and  the  environment  and  that  everything  is  moving  along.   He  noted  the  NAACP  has 
joined  the  Coalition.   He  further  stated  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  will  retain  the 
leadership  of  this  Coalition. 

The  President  reported  that  an  Organization  called  the  Friends  of  the  Earth  want  to 
participate  in  the  Solidarity  II,  Friends  of  Labor  Week.   He  also  reported  that  he  serves 
on  the  Safe  Waste  Management  Committee  on  which  the  Friends  of  the  Earth  also  participate. 
President  Osborn  reported  that  the  Friends  of  the  Earth  have  filed  House  6551  regarding 
hazardous  materials  and  have  submitted  amendments  to  House  6551  and  want  our  support 
on  these  recommended  changes. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  support  House  6551  with  the  recommended  changes.   So  voted. 
It  was  also  requested  that  the  request  from  the  Friends  of  the  Earth  along  with  the 
recommended  changes  be  forwarded  to  the  Executive  Council  for  their  perusal. 


President  Osborn  read  a  letter  from  Local  P400  UFCW  thanking  him  for  assistance 

in  contacting  the  Governor  and  Speaker  O'Neill  in  a  dispute  regarding  the  Sugar  Workers 

and  the  Federal  Quota  system  in  unloading  a  vessel  in  Boston  Harbor. 

He  also  read  a  letter  from  Senator  Timilty  requesting  the  Council's  support  on  Senate 
2012,  that  would  provide  housing  opportunities  for  hundreds  of  elderly  and  handicapped 
persons,  Viet  Nam  War  Era  Veterans,  homeless  and  first-time  home  buyers  at  limited  state 
expense.   This  request  also  included  the  possibility  of  requesting  the  State  Legislature 
to  be  called  back  to  act  on  this  legislation. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  he  and  the  Executive  Officers  will  go  over  this  request. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  refer  this  request  to  the  Executive  Officers.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  attending  a  meeting  sponsored  by  the  Rhode  Island  AFL-CIO 
which  included  people  from  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  and 
noted  it  was  his  opinion  as  a  result  of  this  seminar  that  the  National  AFL-CIO  and  the 
International  Unions  should  come  up  with  a  format  on  educating  the  young. 

He  also  reported  that  he  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  attended  the  Massachusetts 
Building  and  Construction  Trades  Council  Convention  and  that  Brother  Evers  was  re-elected 
as  President  by  acclaimation  and  that  all  officers  were  returned  to  office.   He  noted 
that  the  Building  Trades  want  a  closer  relationship  with  the  Council. 

President  Osborn  repoted  that  he  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  attended  the  swearing  in 
of  the  new  President  of  the  Boston  Firefighters  Union,  Michael  Mullane  and  noted  that 
former  President  Ted  O'Reilly  had  been  a  victim  of  Tregor,  and  that  the  Council  would  now 
be  working  with  President  Mullane. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  there  was  a  set  back  again  on  the  Worker's  Compensation 
Study  Committee  and  that  initially  there  was  $200,000  allocated  to  fund  it  then  it  was 
dropped  to  $50,000  in  the  Senate  and  then  the  House  voted  zero  allocation. 

He  also  reported,  that  he  has  requested,  through  our  Legislative  Director,  appointments 
with  the  Senate  President  and  with  the  Speaker  and  that  word  has  come  back  that  the  Speaker 
was  not  taking  appointments  at  this  time  and  that  they  were  still  working  on  the  appointment 
with  the  Senate  President. 

President  Osborn  closed  by  adding  that  the  die  has  been  cast  and  that  as  a  labor  council 
we  must  decide  if  we  will  demand  respect  or  will  be  subservient. 

He  noted  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  COPE  and  Legislative  Program  will  have  to  demand 
respect. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER 

Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  reported  that  for  the  first  time  in  nine  months  the  receipts 

and  disbursements  equal  each  other  and  that  the  Park  Plaza  balance  had  been  wiped  out. 

He  reported  that  the  affiliate  total  this  month  was  244,656  members*  and  that  to  date  the 
affiliation  drive  has  24,220  members.   He  also  announced  that  Local  925,  SEIU  has 
reaf filiated  with  500  members  as  a  result  of  action  taken  at  last  month's  board  meeting 
on  behalf  of  their  strike  and  the  support  given  to  them  by  the  Executive  Council  members 
on  the  picket  line.

Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  gave  an  update  on  the  Council  relocation  to  8  Beacon 
Street  and  reported  that  at  the  present  office  at  6  Beacon  Street,  the  rent  has  doubled. 
He  reported  that  at  8  Beacon  Street,  AFSCME,  we  would  be  renting  a  whole  floor  and  that  it 
would  be  a  10.  year  lease  and  that  as  a  result  of  using  all  union  help  in  remodeling  the     _, 
cost  would  be^$60,000  and  that  we  would  split  the  cost.^^t  wouid'  be  ^2,200  mdntnly  for 
the  first  fivev  years  then  for  the  second  five  years  it  would  be  2,500.   He  further 
reported  that  the  Attorney  is  looking  over  the  lease  for  8  Beacon  Street. 

President  Osborn  noted  that  the  office  space  at  8  Beacon  Street  would  have  a 
Conference  Room  available  for  our  use. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So 
voted. 

EXECUTIVE  OFFICERS  MINUTES 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Minutes  as  written.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  Gary  Clements  from  the  United  Farm  Workers  Boycott  Committee  addressed  the 
Council  Meeting  with  an  update  on  the  status  of  the  Red  Coach  lettuce  Boycott.   He  gave 
an  update  on  meetings  held  with  Stop  and  Shop  and  the  results  of  Unfair  Labor 
Practice  Charges  and  advised  that  Bruce  Church  had  been  found  guilty  of  bad  faith 
bargaining. 

V.P.  Faherty  advised  that  this  lettuce  was  being  sold  in  Purity  Supreme  in  Woburn. 

V.P.  Ferin  stated  this  was  the  first  time  he  had  heard  of  the  boycott. 

V.P.  Nestor  requested  that  the  Farm  Workers  boycott  the  lettuce  not  the  Stop  and  Shop.. 

Brother  Clement  reported  that  only  the  lettuce  was  being  boycotted  and  requested  the 
Vice  Presidents  write  or  call  the  President  of  Stop  and  Shop  to  urge  them  to  reconsider 
their  position.   He  also  stated  that  Stop  and  Shop  does  carry  two  kinds  of  lettuce,  which 
they  felt  the  consumer  could  select  either  one  and  that  they  would  continue  to  carry 
Red  Coach. 

V.P.  Miodonka  gave  a  past  history  of  the  UFW  and  the  UFCW  and  that  the  UFCW's  National 
policy  does  not  agree  on  targeting  union  shops  that  carry  this  lettuce,  that  it  should 
be  the  lettuce  that  is  boycotted  and  that  non-union  stores  should  also  be  contacted  and 
that  the  official  position  was  that  until  the  boycott  reaches  non-union  stores  -  it  would 
be  hands  off. 

V.P.  Roussos  made  a  motion  for  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  to  go  on  record  to  support  the 
Red  Coach  Boycott  and  that  all  handlers  and  Food  stores  be  so  notified. 

President  Osborn  amended  the  motion  by  adding  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  go  on  record 
to  continue  to  support  the  United  Farm  Workers  and  notify  handles  and  stores  of  such 
action  and  that  this  action  would  be  based  on  the  Farm  Workers  notification  to  non-union 
stores  and  with  proper  notification  of  action  to  UFCW  organized  stores  before  such  a  boycott 
is  implemented  in  the  future. 

V.P.  Nestor  stated  that  the  Farm  Workers  started  boycotts  years  ago  and  he  suggested  that 
they  check  the  stores  in  the  North  Shore  area  that  are  non-union  but  are  carrying  this 
lettuce.   He  requested  that  for  one  time,  the  UFW  should  picket  a  non-union  store.  He 
stated  that  Shaws  which  is  a  non-union  store  has  never  been  picketed. 

Motion  was  reworded  as  follows:  That  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  continue  to  support  the 

Red  Coach  lettuce  Boycott  at  Stop  and  Shop  and  that  all  handlers  and  carries  of  this  lettuce 
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Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  gave  an  update  on  the  Council  relocation  to  8  Beacon 
Street  and  reported  that  at  the  present  office  at  6  Beacon  St.,  the  rent  has  doubled. 
He  reported  that  at  8  Beacon  Street,  AFSCME,  we  would  be  renting  a  whole  floor  and  that 
it  would  be  a  10  year  lease  and  that  as  a  result  of  using  all  union  help  in  remodeling  the 
cost  would  be  approximately  $60,000  and  that  we  would  split  the  cost.   As  a  result  of 
that  split,  the  rent  would  be  $2,200  monthly  for  the  first  five  years,  then  for  the 
second  five  years  it  would  be  $2,500.  He  further  reported  that  the  Attorney  is  looking 
over  the  lease  for  8  Beacon  Street. 


President  Osborn  noted  that  the  office  space  at  8  Beacon  Street  would  have  a 
Conference  Room  available  for  our  use. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So 
voted. 

EXECUTIVE  OFFICERS  MINUTES 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Minutes  as  written.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  Gary  Clements  from  the  United  Farm  Workers  Boycott  Committee  addressed  the 
Council  Meeting  with  an  update  on  the  status  of  the  Red  Coach  lettuce  Boycott.   He  gave 
an  update  on  meetings  held  with  Stop  and  Shop  and  the  results  of  Unfair  Labor 
Practice  Charges  and  advised  that  Bruce  Church  had  been  found  guilty  of  bad  faith 
bargaining.

is  implemented  in  the  future. 

V.P.  Nestor  stated  that  the  Farm  Workers  started  boycotts  years  ago  and  he  suggested  that 
they  check  the  stores  in  the  North  Shore  area  that  are  non-union  but  are  carrying  this 
lettuce.   He  requested  that  for  one  time,  the  UFW  should  picket  a  non-union  store.  He 
stated  that  Shaws  which  is  a  non-union  store  has  never  been  picketed. 

Motion  was  reworded  as  follows:  That  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  continue  to  support  the 

Red  Coach  lettuce  Boycott  at  Stop  and  Shop  and  that  all  handlers  and  carries  of  this  lettuce 
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be  so  notified.  Also  that  the  continuing  support  of  this  boycott  in  the  future  be 
based  upon  the  actions  of  the  Farm  Workers  and  on  proper  notification  by  the  Farm 
Workers  to  the  UFCW  of  such  boycotts. 

President  Osborn  advised  he  would  reword  the  Motion  for  mailing  purposes.    So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR 

Director  Cashman  reported  that  Senate  2018,  the  Plant  Closing  study  was  sent  to  the 
legislative  research  center  and  they  are  working  on  the  amended  version  with  Senator 
Wetmore.   He  noted  that  they  have  to  report  to  the  Senate  Clerk  before  April  of  1983. 

He  advised  he  was  requested  by  the  Building  Trades  to  get  a  copy  of  the  listing  of 
who  was  on  the  prevailing  wage  study  commission. 

House  1780  legislation  for  hospital  workers  is  being  held  in  third  reading,  Rep. 
Saggesse  intervened  and  the  bill  is  now  on  the  Governor's  desk.   House  1083,  under 
the  Committee  on  State  Administration  allows  ABC  or  merit  shops  to  have  a  position  on 
this  committee.   Also,  that  Paul  McDevitt,  from  the  MDC  requested  assistance  in  a 
Sudbury  River  problem;  on  the  Common  day  of  rest  legislation,  Director  Cashman 
reported  that  Brother  Barron  and  President  Osborn  had  met  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  explained  what  had  happened  when  a  group  opened  on  a  Sunday  at  the  Boston  Commonwealth 
Pier  Exhibition  Hall.   He  noted  that  Jordan  Marsh  and  Filenes  were  petitioning  to  open 
on  Sundays  and  that  the  Church  has  not  changed  its  position  on  Sunday  Blue  Laws.   Director 
Cashman  commented  that  he  felt  the  Blue  Laws  will  be  changed  in  the  near  future.   He 
reported  contacting  the  Chairman  of  Counties  on  a  request  before  them  to  borrow  one 
million  dollars  for  Norfolk  County  Hospital  and  that  the  people  in  Norfolk  County  were 
being  investigated  and  over  $300,000  had  been  found. 

On  Senate  495,  the  Legislative  Director  reported  that  the  Hospital  Association  had 
supported  it  and  was  filed  by  Senator  Foley  and  on  Senate  2033,  which  we  support,  this 
bill  would  cut  hospital  costs.   On  the  Tregor  Bill,  it  was  noted  that  real  estate  people 
in  Boston  will  be  suffering  a  tax  loss  for  the  fire  users  taxes  and  noted  that  as  a 
result  of  passage  of  Tregor,  some  problems  have  been  solved  for  the  Teachers  and  the 
Firefighters  and  that  not  everyone  has  been  happy  through  this.   It  was  reported  that 
$200,000  has  been  added  to  the  budget  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  to  hire  the 
people  necessary  to  process  claims  and  speed  the  cases  along  and  to  expedite  their  backlog. 

On  the  Secretary  of  Labor  bills,  he  reported  that  as  a  result  of  the  confrontation  with 
Rep.  Marrotta  it  appeared  on  the  calendar  and  the  Legislative  Director  praised  Rep. 
Lemanski  for  his  assistance  is  having  both  bills  re-admitted  to  be  kept  alive.   Also, 
that  Rep.  Marrotta  readmitted  the  bills  back  to  the  Committee  on  State  Administration. 

Legislative  Director  Cashman  reported  going  to  Cambridge  with  President  Osborn,  Council 
Staff  and  various  Vice  Presidents  for  signatures  on  a  referendum  question  on  worker's 
compensation  and  advised  of  the  lack  of  interest  by  citizens  whose  doors  he  knocked  on. 
He  reported  that  many  people  he  had  visited  were  not  registered  voters. 

Director  Cashman  reported  meeting  with  Vice  President  Faherty  and  Rep.  Driscoll  and 
with  people  directly  affected  by  working  with  VDT's  and  gave  testimony  on  all  kinds  of 
problems,  people  are  experiencing  from  working  with  VDT's.   He  noted  that  Rep.  Driscoll 
who  has  sponored  our  legislation  on  VDT's  is  under  great  pressure  from  business  and  industry. 
Director  Cashman  reproted  that  he  felt  the  best  coming  out  of  this  bill  would  be  a  Committee 
to  study  it  and  felt  that  there  would  probably  be  no  movement  on  this  bill  this  year.  He 
reported  that  he  was  working  on  the  rough  drafts  on  roll  call  votes  and  that  he  has 
completed  1981  and  was  working  on  1982.   He  noted  he  would  make  this  information  available 
for  the  deliberations  to  be  made.   He  explained  the  votes  on  roll  calls  and  noted  that 
for  an  example  of  the  importance  of  the  votes  on  each  issue  that  there  were  over  40  roll 
call  votes  on  the  Tregor  Bill.   He  advised  that  the  Legislature  had  recessed  and  were 
going  to  meet  one  day  a  week  and  would  possibly  be  called  back  for  a  one  day  constitutional 


Convention.   Also,  that  he  was  still  working  on  appointments  with  the  Senate  President 
and  the  House  Speaker  for  the  Executive  Officers. 

The  Legislative  Director  advised  being  contacted  by  Congressman  Shannon  relative  to 
the  upcoming  possibility  of  legislation  that  would  tax  health  and  welfare  benefits  as 
salary  and  noted  that  Cong.  Shannon  is  against  this. 

V.P.  Faherty  spoke  on  the  meeting  the  Legislative  Director  referred  to  on  the  VDT  problems. 

He  reported  that  there  are  victims  now,  but  because  these  systems  have  not  been  around 

too  long  only  time  will  tell  and  he  felt  it  was  in  the  right  direction  to  appoint  a  study 
commission. 

V.P.  Eustace  spoke  on  the  taxing  of  health  and  welfare  benefits  and  advised  that  the  IRS 
was  always  under  the  opinion  that  this  was  taxable  income  and  that  they  could  tax  all 
fringe  benefits. 

V.P.  Alman  advised  that  in  the  ILGWU  employees  in  the  past  contributed  to  a  vacation  fund 
which  was  considered  Health  and  Welfare  benefits,  but  the  IRS  ruled  it  was  considered 
wages  and  could  be  taxed. 

V.P.  Barrett  reported  on  the  flex  mortgage  bills  being  filed  similar  to  the  ones  in 
effect  in  Canada. 

Legislative  Director  Cashman  advised  he  would  look  into  this  Legislation. 

President  Osborn  inquired  of  the  Legislation  Directon  if  the  Medical  Tech.  Park  in 
Worcester,  sponsored  by  Senator  D'Amico  had  been  approved. 

Director  Cashman  advised  he  was  not  aware  if  it  had. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
Representatives  of  the  UFCW  Union  relative  to  the  Sunday  Blue  Laws  and  this  issue 
was  still  being  discussed. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   So  voted. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

President  Osborn  reported  that  all  winners  of  the  Scholarships  had  been  notified  by 
letter  and  that  all  unions  that  sponsor  scholarships  have  also  been  notified.   He  noted 
that  the  Education  Department  would  be  reorganized  and  thanked  members  of  the  Teachers 
Union  for  their  help  in  correcting  the  exams.   He  advised  he  was  in  communication  with 
the  Sea  Crest  on  the  Gompers ,  Murray,  Meany  Institute  for  next  year.   He  also  noted 
he  had  discussion  with  Local  26  of  the  Hotel  and  Restauant  Workers  Union  on  using 
facilities  on  CAPe  Cod  and  advised  the  Council  that  Local  26,  ok'd  the  use  of  the  Cape 
as  this  might  cause  union  activity  so  organizing  might  take  place.   He  also  announced 
the  COPE  endorsement  meeting  was  scheduled  at  2:00  P.M.  that  afternoon. 

President  Osborn  announced  that  the  National  would  be  giving  front  money  to  the  Central 
Labor  Councils  for  their  programs  which  would  include  voter  registration,  phone  banks. 

He  thanked  VP  Scanlan  for  his  assistance  in  the  referendum  question  drive  in  the  City  of 
Cambridge  and  reported  that  there  was  a  90%  resentment  against  lawyers.   He  added  that 
the  referendum  will  go  to  the  Attorney  General,  he  further  explained  the  question.  He 
reported  it  was  the  hope  of  the  Council  to  force  the  legislature  through  the  filing  of 
this  petititon  to  come  out  with  the  study.   He  advised  that  members  from  Mass.  Fair  Share 
had  assisted  us  in  this  drive  and  that  members  from  the  MODW  had  volunteered  but  that  they 
had  a  problem  with  the  meeting  place  and  it  never  came  together. 

President  Osborn  explained  how  the  roll  call  votes  had  been  tabulated  at  the  Council 
in  past  years  and  that  many  times  people  were  endorsed  that  should  not  have  been.   He 


He  gave  an  example  of  Thomas  Gallagher,  State  Representative  who  has  been  out  front  on 
issues  for  public  employees,  plant  closing  and  worker's  compensation  but  yet  he  had 
a  voting  record  of  one  right  and  five  wrong.   He  stated  the  system  as  it  is  now  is  not 
fair.   He  reported  a  questionnaire  was  being  developed  on  our  legislative  priorities 
and  would  be  hand  delivered  to  legislators  by  the  Legislative  Director  with  for, 
against  and  undecided  on  issues  to  be  taken  into  consideration  for  endorsement  as  well 
as  their  performance  and  their  voting  records  on  roll  calls. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  in  the  Council  reorganization,  research  help  would  be 
needed.   Also,  that  we  would  be  informed  as  to  what  openings  and  appointments  were 
coming  up  in  the  State. 

On  the  Senior  Citizens  Program,  the  President  reported  that  John  Barron  is  still  in 
the  preliminary  work  and  that  a  state-wide  meeting  of  union  retirees  would  be  planned. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  COPE  and  Education  Director. 

V.P.  Farmer  reported  that  there  would  be  an  opening  on  the  MHFA  for  the  labor  representative 
position. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  it  had  been  held  by  Harry  O'Donnell  from  the  Elevator 
Operators  Union  had  held  the  labor  position  but  did  not  get  reelected  to  office  and 
does  not  represent  anyone  any  longer,  just  as  Paul  Quirk  has  done  on  Jobs  for  Massachusetts. 

V.P.  Farmer  reported  that  members  of  the  Building  Trades  have  come  forward  for  this 
position  and  he  stated  he  had  heard  that  Brother  O'Donnell  was  not  going  to  serve. 

It  was  noted  that  the  term  will  expire  on  September  6. 

V.P.  Walsh  reported  that  Brother  Robert  Marshall  of  the  Carpenters  Union  has  put  in  for 
the  appointment  and  that  he  had  checked  with  Brother  Ed  Sullivan  of  the  Elevator  Operators 
to  see  if  he  was  interested  in  this  appointment  and  informed  the  Council  that  he  was  not. 

President  Osborn  advised  he  would  check  with  other  building  trades  unions  to  see  who 
has  put  in  for  this  appointment,  before  recommending  Brother  Marshall.   President  Osborn 
advised  he  had  conversation  with  Brother  Marshall  on  this  matter. 

V.P.  Eustace  suggested  the  Council  get  college  students  at  no  cost  to  the  Council  to 
volunteer  as  research  persons. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  the  Council  has  planned  to  do  that  as  we  have  in  the  past 
but  advised  that  some  of  the  college  programs  that  we  had  utilized  have  been  discontinued. 
He  also  reported  that  the  council  would  need  these  research  people  year  round  and  full  time 

Discussion  evolved  around  the  candidacy  of  Representative  Marrotta. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  COPE  and  Education  Director. 
So  voted. 

Executive  Vice  President  Campbell  gave  a  stirring  and  rousing  report  on  the  Solidarity  II. 
Friends  of  Labor  Parade. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Parade  Chairman,  Executive 
Vice  President  Russell  P.  Campbell.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Barrett  thanked  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council  for  their  participation  and 
their  organization's  participation  in  the  Worcester  Rally.

On  June  1,  1982  the  Eighth  annual  Massachusetts  State  Labor 
Council  Committee  on  Alcoholism  (Labor/Management  Conference  on 
Alcoholism)  was  held  at  Stonehill  College  in  North  Easton,  MA. 

More  than  one  hundred  twenty-five  men  and  women  attended 
the  session.   The  attendees  represented  an  excellent  cross  section 
of  union  and  management  officials  and  elected  and  appointed  public 
officials.  The  conference  was  organized  into  four  panels  which 
discussed  the  following  subjects  at  separate  morning  and  afternoon 
sessions:  Health  and  Hospitals;  Alcoholism  and  Family  Programs; 
Labor /Management  Programs;  Alcoholism,  the  Changing  Law. 

The  morning  and  afternoon  panel  sessions  were  separated  by 
an  excellent  buffet  lunch  which  featured  an  address  by  Arthur  Osborn, 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL/CIO.  As  a  former  chairman  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL/CIO  Committee  on  Alcoholism,  President  Osborn  has 
a  deep  interest  in  the  area  of  rendering  assistance  to  those  who 
suffer  from  the  disease  of  alcoholism  and  alcohol  abuse. 

The  present  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Alcoholism,  State 
Vice-President  Joseph  Joyce  of  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers  Local  #17 
(based  upon  the  discussion  at  the  conference)  plans  to  submit  resolu- 
tions to  the  AFL/CIO  convention  in  October  1982  relative  to  the  issue 
of  alcohol  and  occupational  alcoholism.  The  issue  of  alcohol  abuse 
and  alcoholism  directly  effects  13  million  American  men  and  women. 
Many  of  these  people  are  members  of  the  AFL/CIO  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  AFL/CIO  to  make  sure  that  the  issue  is  treated  in  a  sensible, 
humane  and  effective  manner. 

Chairman  Joyce  has  pledged  that  his  committee  will  meet  as 
frequently  as  necessary  to  expand  the  conference  and  he  envisions 
the  day  when  the  AFL/CIO  will  offer  workshops  and  conferences  across 
Massachusetts  in  order  to  update  the  membership  on  this  vital  issue.

Consultants  ro  Organized  Labor 
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1.  An  effective  workshop  can  be  conducted  in  about  three 
hours  and  still  give  the  participants  a  chance  to 
learn  some  basic  skills  while  allowing  them  to  express 
their  concerns  about  their  roles  as  political  action 
organizers . 

2.  I  have  found  that  the  more  you  involve  the  participants 
in  a  program  the  greater  the  impact.   With  this  in 
mind,  the  physical  set  up  is  most  important.   I  would 
suggest  consideration  be  given  to  conducting  the 
workshop  in  a  medium-sized  room  with  the  participants 
seated  at  a  round  table,  or  if  the  numbers  are  quite 
large,  around  a  hollow  square.   This  will  maximize 

eye  contact  with  the  speakers  and   encourage  a  business- 
like intimacy  which  is  critical  to  the  program's 
success.   This  approach  will  minimize  the  criticism 
most  common  to  workshops;  that  is,  that  the  participants 
are  being  talked  to  rather  than  being  involved  in 
the  program. 

3.  In  running  effective  training  programs,  I've 
learned  to  avoid  bombarding  the  participants  with 
reams  of  information,  facts,  and  figures.   Instead, 
presenting  basic  concepts  and  techniques  that  the 
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participants  can  relate  to  greatly  enhances  the 

learning  process  and  builds  the  confidence 

needed  to  apply  these  techniques  at  the  local  level 

4.   The  following  sample  topics  can  be  incorporated 
into  the  training  program: 

Political  action — What  it  is  and  isn't. 

Brief  history  of  Labor's  involvement  in 

political  action. 

Political  action — What's  in  it  for  me,  the 

local  union  member? 

Understanding  political  leverage--A  comparison 

of  the  similarities  between  the  process  of 

preparing  for  contract  negotiations  and  the 

process  of  organizing  for  political  action. 

How  to  organize  a  political  action  capability 

at  the  local  level . 

Who  is  competing  with  Labor  to  gain  influence 

in  the  legislature? 
-   Samples  of  anti-labor  legislation  filed  in 

behalf  of  special  interests. 

Establishing  a  communications  system  so  that 

the  State  Labor  Council  can  monitor  the  local 

committee's  efforts. 
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LABOR  MAKES  GAINS  IN  CONNECTICUT  LEGISLATURE 

A  number  of  significant  gains  for  Connecticut  workers  were  achieved  in 
the  1982  session  of  the  state  legislature  which  adjourned  on  May  5.   No  "take 
aways"  were  passed  affecting  labor,  according  to  Betty  L.  Tianti ,  Secretary- 
Treasurer  and  legislative  agent  for  the  state  federation. 

Among  the  more  important  gians  were  the  rise  in  the  maximum  for 
Unemployment  Comp.  benefits.   Now  at  $146  a  week  for  the  highest  paid  workers, 
the  maximum  will  go  to  $156  in  July  of  this  year,  and  to  $168  in  October  1983. 
The  maximum  will  increase  $12  annually  thereafter. 

The  maximum  benefit  is  by  law  supposed  to  be  equal  to  60  percent  of  the 
state's  average  production  wage;  but  by  reason  of  a  $6  annual  cap  has  fallen 
considerably  below  that  figure.   The  bill  pushed  by  AFL-CIO  also  increased 
the  taxable  wage  base  by  $1,000,  to  $7,000  per  year. 

The  State  AFL-CIO  was  able  to  defeat  a  strong  drive  by  the  Connecticut 
Business  and  Industry  Association  to  reinstate  the  waiting  week  for  unemploy- 
ment benerits.   The  U.  C.  amendments,  which  are  expected  to  be  signed  by 
Governor  William  A.  O'Neill,  will  mean  about  $3  million  in  additional  benefits 
for  the  unemployed  during  the  remainder  of  1982 ,  if  layoffs  continue  at  no 
higher  than  the  present  rate. 

Another  important  measure  is  the  entension  of  the  worker's  "right  to 
know"  law,  expanding  the  requirement  that  an  employer  notify  its  employees 
of  all  400  hazardous  substances  included  on  the  NIOSH  "Z"  list. 

Another  significant  bill,  which  AFL-CIO  helped  to  get  passed,  is  one 
requiring  the  state  in  its  pension  fund  investments  to  divest  itself  of  any 
holdings  in  corporations  which  do  not  meet  strong  anti-Apartheid  principles. 
The  bill  includes  among  other  minimum  requirements,  divestiture  if  the  company 
does  not  recognize  the  right  of  all" South  African  workers  to  organize  and 
strike  in  support  of  economic  and  social  objectives.   This  provision  makes  the 


Connecticut/2 
bill  one  of  the  strongest,  if  not  the  strongest,  in  the  nation. 

An  additional  2,500  current  state  employees  have  been  granted  collective 
bargaining  rights  under  the  state's  labor  law,  by  including  part-time  workers 
on  schedules  under  20  hours  per  week.   Another  3,500  part-time  positions  are 
unfilled  at  present  in  state  employment. 

The  Workers'  Compensation  law  was  improved  by  adding  the  requirement 
that  an  employer  continue  to  provide  health  and  life  insurance  protection 
for  a  worker  and  his  dependents  during  the  entire  period  of  any  disability 
for  which  he  receives  Workers'  Compensation  payments.   The  minimum  weekly 
benefit  for  Workers'  Comp.  was  increased,  and  a  Division  of  Worker  Education 
was  added. 

The  State  AFL-CIO  also  repulsed  an  attempt  to  eliminate  the  licensing 
board  for  elevator  constructors,  as  well  as  a  drive  to  combine  the  separate 
boards  for  licensing  plumbers,  pipe  fitters  and  electricians  into  a  single 
board. 

Business  won  its  fight  to  prevent  passage  of  a  bill  to  require  employers 
to  give  adequate  notice  before  closing  or  relocating  a  plant,  with  compensation 
and  insurance  protection  for  the  employees  involved.   Tianti  reported,  also, 
that  no  progress  was  made  toward  a  formula  for  resolving  contract  disputes 
between  the  state  and  its  employees,  who  are  now  forbidden  to  strike. 
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Dear  Representative : 

One  depression  in  this  century  is  more  than  enough. 

H.J.  Res.  350  is  a  prescription  for  economic  disaster  for  working  men  and  women. 
With  more  than  12,000,000  Americans  out  of  work,  now  is  not  the  time  for  political 
gimmicks  and  tinkering  with  the  economy. 

If  the  so-called  balanced  budget  amendment  went  into  effect,  unemployment  would 
skyrocket  and  Social  Security  would  be  slashed  dramatically. 

For  all  this  chaos,  the  only  "positive"  result  would  be  a  drop  in  inflation  of  0.3%. 

Vote  against  and  defeat  the  High  Unemployment  Amendment  (H.J.  Res.  350).
